Intelligatice Oe Teaco gerd hy the 
Pelginn ship.M, debt. Aldegoride, of the total 
wreck of tha Britieb barquo fteivwn, of London, 
whila on hér passage from ‘Buighak to Yoko. 
fara, From th’ yarticulara already asoer- 
tained, it apgenra that the Renown left Bangkok 
an Deceasber: 3lat, and on thé morning of 
February 10th rai ashore on the ronth and uf 
the Taland of-Angoar, thé sonthoramost of thé 

fellow Group, and in a few hours afterwards 
becamio & total wreck. ‘The arew, managed to 
ecipy in the boats, and sade for the Island of 
Pitafew, enving nothing hat & few uf their per- 
sonal effets.
